For  the  last  four  years  Hoover  has  fielded  the  top  C.P.L.  track  team.  Although  we 
boasted  sorted  individual  talent,  this  year's  team  has  not  quite  measured  up  to  its 
immediate  predecessors.  This  condition  is  due  to  three  major  reasons:  (1)  that  the 
opening  of  Crawford  took  several  of  our  fine  athletes;  (2)  that  the  unusually  heavy 
spring  rains  have  kept  the  track  in  an  unusable  condition  for  many  valuable  days; 
and  as  a  result  of  both  of  these  reasons,  (3)  that  the  team  lacked  general  experience. 

There  were  several  things  to  be  praised,  though.  Perhaps  the  most  prominent  of 
these  was  the  individual  talent.  Two  men  were  outstanding  as  individual  competi¬ 
tors.  Johnny  Erickson  approached  the  school  record  of  12'  7"  in  the  pole  vault  with 
each  meet.  Larry  Fischer's  almost  consistent  10:01  hundred  yard  dash  was  just  a  tenth 
of  a  second  or  so  over  the  school  record. 

With  the  remedy  of  this  year's  problems,  the  future  looks  bright  to  Coach  Raleigh 
Holt.  It  should  not  be  long  until  Hoover  once  again  predominates  the  C.P.L.
